In order that allmight-bv^thbfoughly 
^satisfied, the meeting waa adjourned 
funtil Saturday, June 10, and] In the 
meantime Mr. Emerson has promised 
that ha will supply the local board with 
a list of villages, where the six-inch 
system is now In use, that a delegation 
may be sent to investigate and report 
their findings at the June 10 meeting. 

It anyone is in doubt about the actual 
and pressing need of the aewer they 
■ have but to begin at the bridge at 
Main. street and' follow the course of 
Sequoit creek westward, and we predict 
that, if it la your firat walk along that 
course you will not only be surprised 
but disgusted, at what you will see 
along, the way, and not only will you 
flee something but you will be aware 
of approaching a poluted stream long 
before you sea it. When standing 
upon the bridge the best part of Sequoit

If we do not go on and install sewer- 
age of our own free will, the time has 
arrived when the State will compel us 
to do 80, which means that the expense 
will be far heavier. In fact, one of our 
most prominent citizens openly states 
his Intention of calling the matter to 
the attention of the State, if something 
ia not done to better the conditions that 
now exists. 

We are also informed that at times 
the atehch from the creek is so great 
that the school houae windows must 
needs be closed. If this condition goes 
on, the State can condemn our grade 
school building and it may see fit to do 
so when the complaint is made« 

Many of our citizens contend that no 
drains empty into the creek, but when 
the State once starts Its Investigation 
it will And out why the creek has its 
■present disagreeable odor and what ia 
being drained into it, direct or indirect. 
2^0 one will be asked, the State will 
lind out for itself. And moat of ua 
know, in our own minds, just what ah 
linvcatigation of this kind will reveal.

With the real beginning of the sum- 
mer traffic on Decoration day, the need 
of the installation of some kind of a 
danger signal, on what is known as 
Huber's corner, is brought forcibly to 
the minds of those who take the time 
to observe conditions there. 

As a machine approaches this corner 
from the south the driver has absolute- 
ly no way ■ of-aeeing-a car, approaching 
from the east. The, driver from the 
east is likewise prohibited from noting 
a car approaching from the south. The 
greater portion of the summer traffic 
is to and from the depot and hundreds 
of autos pass this turn every day of 
the summer season. If some warning 
sign Is not put out a very serious ac- 
cident will some day take place there. 

The suggestion has been made that 
a cement post topped with a red light 
be placed in the center of the turn and 
a sign placed thereon instructing driv- 
ers to keep to the right. If this. plan 
is followed the. danger of a collision on 
the corner would be conaiderablv les- 
sered. Many drivers familisr with the 
place sound the horn as they make the 
approach, but a stranger has no way 
of knowing what he ia running into.

A communication has been received 
from Secretary of State Lewis G. Stev- 
enson in which the state official pointed 
out certain requirements for the own- 
ers and drivers of motor vehicles. He 
pointed out the heavy fines and even 
imprisonments that follow violations of 
certain sections of the law. The laws 
apply to the. public also and because 
everyone should be interested Mr. Stev- 
enson's article is printed in full: / 

The license of any chauffeur 'who 
operates a car while intoxicated will 
be revoked, on proof, by the secretary 
of state. Ko person shall operate an 
automobile or motorcycle without con- 
sent of the owner. 

A fine of S200 and six months impri- 
sonment is the maximum penalty. 

Any person hiring an unlicensed 
chauffeur U liable to a fine of $200 and 
costs. 

Any person vlolatins the speed pro- 
visions of the law is liable to a fine of 
9200 and costs. 

Racing on the public highway is for- 
bidden by law. It mieht cost you $200 
to indulge in this dangerous pastime. 

Don't use a^^^laous automobile 
number. Itmay cost yoa.a fineofr$26. 

It is dangerous su well as unlawful to 
allow your engine to run while unat' 
tended/ - it make4-"^dtiliabte^ to afirifr 
■$2S.'.- / .' ■ 

Any chauffeur or other person having 
the care of a motor vehicle, who takes 
any consideration for the purchase of 
supplies, parts or work forsaid vehicle 
maybe fined $200 and imprisoned for 
six mbnthi. 

Any person giving or offering, any 
consideration is liable to the same 
penalty. 

No person shall operate an automo- 
bile as a chauffeur without a license 
from the secretary of state. Any one 
violating this provision may be fined $25. 

If you run an automobile at night 
without lighted lamps yeu are liable to 
a fine of $100. 

The switch controlling the illumina- 
tion of Che rear olate must be located 
on the outside of the vehicle. 

Chauffeurs must display their badges 
in a conspicuous place. 

Any person using a fictitious chauf- 
feur's license or badge is liable to a 
fine of $25. 

Read the motor vehicle law and ob- 
serve it! Ignorance of the law is no 
excuse. It is your duty to know it and 
observe it. 

You are presumed to know the speed 
ordinances of cities and villages. If, as 
a matter of fact, you don't, take no 
chances. 

In most cities, by ordinance, vehicles 
are not allowed to pass street cars while 
ttiey are taking on or discharging pas 
sengers. 

The "law of the road" is the law of 
the land in Illinois, Keep to the right 
and pass to the right of vehicles going 
in the opposite direction. 

Signal and pass on the left of another 
vehicle going in the same direction. 
Upon signal from another vehicle ap- 
proaching from the rear, pull to the 
right and allow It to pass. 

Signal to vehicles in the rear before 
slowing down or stoppmg on public 
highway. 

Slow down when approaching any 
cross rouds, obscured by trees, shrub* 
bery or houses. 

^ Slow down when approaching a school 
during school hours. Be on the look 
out for children playing in the street. 
Use your signal. 

Be especially cautious in approach- 
ing public meeting places, such as 
churches, halls and hospitals. 

Remember that pedestrians have the 
same right to use the street as an auto 

driver. Respect that right. Stop! 
Come to a dead standstill when a ped- 
estrian becomes confused in front of 
you. 

Stop! Look! Listen! and Think! Be- 
fore crossing ' railroad or street car 
tracks. Don't take chances.

DISGUISE BAFFLES ENEMY 



Remarkable Ingenuity Displayed In 

Methods of Concealment Adopted— 

A Second's Pause In an Exposed 

Section of the Line Spells 

De^Jth to the Soldier, 
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London.— Whllo tho cliargo. the 
burstliiB of BhellB and tho Imnd-to-haud 
combntB make up to a great extent the 
picture of war, one of the gravest dan- 
gers which the Boldlora face !u the Hold 
is the bullet of the sniper. They are 
^ the clover marksmen Avho select somo 
position where thoy are almost invis- 
ible to their opponents and send a woll- 
dlrected bullet at each target which Is 
exposed for a fraction of a minute. 

Hemarkablo as examples of tho In- 
genuity of these snipers are somo of 
t)io Btorles of their methods of dis- 
eulso which are related by the soldiers 
who return from tho trenches. A 
number of such stories were recently 
complied by an English newspaper and 
give an Insight into this method of 
warfare— an art which has been raised 
BO high that a moment's forgetfulnoss, 
n second's pause In an oxposod section 
of tlio lino spells death to the soldier. 

"A Tommy, recently returned homo, 
tells an extraordinary story of the in- 
genuity anil death of a German sni- 
per," Bays tho newspaper. "This par- 
ticular sniper Wtt3_en£ou_ntered on Hill 
Sovcnly. 'WieliTfawMr broke tiio eol- 
dior was chilled to the bone and weak- 
ened with loss of blood, as ho had been 
■wounded tho night before. Unablo to 
raovo, ho lay Hat on his back and tried 
to got some sleep. Tho rest and tho 
warmtli of tho sun revived the soUller 
and ho raised up his head. Another 
wounded soldier started to walk back 
to the trenches. A moment later ho 
. pitched forward, Bhot through tho tem- 
ple by a sniper. 

Grass Arouses Suspicion. 

"FIvo minutes later another man 
moved. He started to get to Ms feet, 
but seemed startled by something and 
lay down again quickly. The other 
wounded man followed his example. 
\ A moment later he saw the grass, 
> about twenty yards away, movo In a 
I peculiar manner. Instead of moving 
^sideways as It would from a body pass* 
Ing through It, the grass itself ap- 
peared to be coming forward. 

"For a minute tho movement of the 
grass stopped and then It began again, 
this time coming toward the wounded 
soldier. Suspicion was now aroused 
to such an extent that the soldier (Inal- 
Jy took aim at the moving tuft of grass 
'JEind nrcd three volleys in rapid suc- 
ceasion. Crawling over to tho spot 
where tho mound of grass had sud- 
denly stopped twitching, ho found a 
dead German sniper. Real sods of 
grass had boon bound by cords to a 
waterproof sheet, which had been 
Htrapped to tho sniper's back, making 
a perfect disguise for him." 

Continuing its anecdotes of the 
snipers, the newspaper quotes from 
a long letter written by a soldier, In 
which he explains tho dangers present- 
ed to the men by tho snipers. 

"Along one stretch of front," ho 
Bays, "wo wore much puzzled by tho 
angle at which thiy sniper's bullets 
wore coming over. On tlio loft was a 
lino of leafless pollard willows, but wo 
could see that there was nobody be- 
hind the trunks. 

"Several of our offlcers tried to lliid 
a solution,- but all to no purpose. At 

last Captain X , who happened to 

be familiar with the ways of old wll- 
lows, took charge' and ordered threo 
men to liro a few shots at each willow. 
„Tho sniping ceased. Two of tho wil- 
lows were hollow and tho Germans 
had crept inside the trees and were 
llring through cracks in tho stem with 
automatic revolvers. For two days 
thero wos no more sniping, out on the 
third the lire was resumed as briskly 
us before and with juat aa deadly an 
effect. Fire was opened again on tho 
willows, but this time there was no re- 
sult. 

Steel Plate In Hollow Tree. 

"Captain X was Juat as suspici- 
ous as over, and ho instructed tho 
nearest battery to make short work 
of tho willows. This was done, and 
the third to go revealed the enemy's 
cunning. Inside tho willow we found 
not' only a German but a steel plate 
which ntted outside hira and Inside 
the willow, making a proof against rifle 
bullets. 

"Willie that was a clover trick It 
was little bettor than the work done 
with the old door; At ono spot whero 
our trenches were liot more tlian 100 
yards apart an old door was lying. 
The top glass panels of it were broken, 
the wood beneath them was broken 
and over tho woodwork a gaudy paper 
had been pasted. Its only use was as 
a te'at for our' sights, which wo got 
by hitting tho door knob or breaking 
off a splinter of glass. 

"Ono day, however, wo wore sur- 
prised to find that when n bullet struck 
tho glass it left a whito streak' and 
brought no tinkle. Hitting tho wood- 
work had tlie same effect; It brought 
a whllo smear, but no splinters. Wo 
know Bomcthlnff was wrong 'and that 



night decided to Investigate.- Wo clo- 
covored that tho old door had lioen 
removed ond a steel shield put In Its 
place. It wos painted to look liko tho 
wood, paper and broken glaps. with a 
hole near tho knob for tho sniper's 
riflo. 

"Wo fixed a surprise for tho artist. 
Ho evidently thought he was going lo 
liavo things his own way. Tho next 
day when he began his work wo' were 
ready for him. Our trick certainly was 
a match for his. Wo did our act, 
for we sent both the artist and his 
picture flying" back into tho German 
trenches, and the picture was tho more 
intact of tho two, A well-placed bomb 
accounted for him. 

"Wo caught another sniper In a curi- 
ous manner a few months ago. Our 
regiment was stationed about eight 
hundred yards from . tho German 
trench and, like all others, wo suffered 
much for want of water. Half a mile 
In the rear ran a small stream and tho 
men used to steal oiit at night for wa- 
tor. These men were constantly being 
sniped. 

Teeth Gives Him Away. 

"A number of our men had been 
killed or wounded in, this manner and 
It was agreed that the sniping came 
from somewhere behind our lines. A 
cloBO day's search revealed nothing. 
Tho C. O. waa getting savago-and bis 
attitude obviously demanded that ho 
must do something cpeclal for tho 
benefit of tho undlacovored sniper. 

"Early ono morning the command 
camo that wo were to make a great 
circle and beat Inward, not leaving a 
bit of ground uncovered. Nothing camo 
of It— that is to Bay. nothing except 
a shapeless old French farmer whom 
we found driving his riding plow for 
potatoes. When wo questioned him ho 
Hew into a rago because wo were tram- 
pling his beloved ground and demand- 
ed that wo clear off at ouco as thero 
was no *eapIou* around. 

"Wo had to do so. In making his 



report to our chlet the Bubti-.-frx ttv 
marked relleetlvely as be tnld fri fcow 
tho farmer gnashed his teetc n us, 
'Jolly (Ine teeth, and clean, too.' 

'"What?* Rnnppcd the irate X^. O. 
.'Mr, -X^ — , you will tako a couplo of 
men and go to the old farmer. Engago 
him In conversation while your men 
pin him from behind suddenly. 1 don't 
v/:int to loBo men capturing a danger- 
ous sniper with clean teeth.' 

"This was a'sharp blow at the sub- 
altern, but It was precisely as our chief 
suggested. The old farmer fought like 
a tiger, and tho three men wore rolling 
over and over on the ground before 
he could bo safely tied. Ho was a 
powerful young man and a search re- 
vealed a belt of cartridges and two 
automatic -pistols of German make. 
LatCjr In the day we found a little 
dugout in a ditch with a rlfio hidden 
away in a screen of bushwood. Thero 
Is only ono end for men of this kind 
and ho got it. 

Everybody's Doing It. * 

"Don't think that tho sniping Is con- 
fined to ono side. We have some men 
who are very clover, particularly the 
Canadian chaps. One such is a full- 
blooded Indian In the Canadian Infan- 
try, who Is a marvel with his rlfio. He 
has a telescopic sight attached to his 
rlfio and goes about as ho likes. Ho 
is a most silent man. talking to few 
persons. He wanders about the 
trenches and waits for a charico to pick 
off a Gorman. 

"One German sniper recently was 
giving a lot of trouble. Omcors with 
glaascB tried In vain to locate him. 
Tho Indian camo along and wltliout 
saying a wOrd to anyone fired at a' big 
tree. Down dropped the sniper. Tho 
Indian, saw with his naked eye what 
the olllcers with their glasses failed, to 
discover. lie puts a little nick' in. the 
stock of Ills rlfio every time he Is suro 
ho has killed a German, I saw hlra 
add two more nicks to tho thirty-eight 
already on his stock."

FEAT STANDS AS A CLASSIC 



Duke of Westminster Heads Train of 
Motors in Dash of Over 100 Miles 
— Throbbing Fleet Causes Sen- 
sation In the Desert 

By W. T. MASSEY.^ 

Suez, Egypt.—! have just heard tho 
details of the armored car ficet's dash 
to tho roacuo of the men of tho 
wrecked ship Tara. It will stand as a 
classic in motoring annals. 

When General Lurkln rcoccupled 
Solium In western Egypt he found 
that tho Arabs had burned the camp. 
Ten armored cars camo upon a re- 
nmrkablo road which, starting In tho 
desert, runs to Tohrunk, 90 miles away 
In Tripoli. Over It tho motors had a 
speed of 35 mllcH an hour. 

At Aziza, tho cars suddenly camo 
upon tho Arabs and dashed into a 
Turkish mountain gun and two ma- 
chine guns, killing every gunner by 
Maxim fire. Then, without a halt, they 
charged in lino over tho bowlders, stilt 
scrub, sandy patches. Tho charge con- 
tinued for seven miles. 

Threo field guns, nine machine guns, 
hundreds of rUles, spare parts, dyna- 
mite, traveling workshops and a cjuar- 
ter of a million rounds of rlfio nnimu- 
nition were captured. 

Somo of tho camels, hit by-raachlne- 
gun flro, blow to pieces as If struck by 
n high explosive, or burst Into nnraes. 
It was found that tho Arabs had 
loaded them with bombs and petrol. 

The duko of Westminster was In- 
fornicd that a letter had been picked 
up from- Capt. Gwatkin Williams to 
Nurl Day, compralning that the Tara 
prisoners wore starving and III and 
suggesting tliat medical comforts 
should bo procured at Solium. The 
letter mentioned BIr Hakim as tho 
plnce of the prisoners* dotoiitlon. 

Every prisoner and refugee waa In- 
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Quoen Wllholmina of Holland In- 
specting a frontier guard. The queen 
has; been very active of Into, going 
about tho country Inspecting and re- 
viewing various divisions of the army. 
Recently the queen paid a visit to 
tho'Boiglan'frohtior and mado an In- 
spection of tho garrisons thero. 



torrogatcd, but none knew BIr Hakim 
except a man who said he had fed a 
fiock there 30 years ago. Subsequently 
another man. who had been tho pris- 
oners' guard, was discovered, and tho 
duke asked permission to attempt a 
rescue. Every man in tho batteries 
sat up ail night and next day tuning 
up tho machines. Tho batteries were 
re-enforced by light cars carrying tho 
guns and all the motor ambulances 
within traveling range of Solium were 
brought in. ■ 

Thero wore gathered at the old Turk- 
ish fort on the ridge above Solium nino 
armored Uolls-Uoyce cars, flvo touring 
cars with guns, light cars- -forty-two 
motors altogether. 

At. three o'clock In tho morning the 
column moved out of tho fort. 

When tho column got 80 tailes on 
the Tobrunk roud tho cars fjrned on 
the desert duo south. After 15 miles 
rough-and-tumble over d&iporately 
rough ground the party began to feel 
uncertain of succesB. Tho ttvo Arab 
guides wero arguing as to whether 
they were on the right track; the man 
who had not seen Ulr Hakim filnco bis 
boyhood thought they wero wrong. 
Tho other Arab would not Bay much. 

The desert was now very stony. A 
hundred miles went by and then 105. 
Still there was not tho faintest sign of 
tho Tara prisoners' camp. Between 
110 and 115 miles nobody spoke, and 
the silence suggofited fears of failure. 
A mlio farther on the Arab became 
animated on soolng a sort of small 
mountain. 

A halt wos called at two o'clock and 
tho duko sent forward the armored 
cars to attack. They raced up to with- 
in 200 yards of tho mound. 

Tho prisoners were standing sllhou. 
etted ngainst tho skyline, dumb with 
amazement at tho appearance of the 
strange throbbing fiect. 

Ai last one threw off tho sack cover 
ing him and faintly cheered, and tho 
crowd staggered forward In the rolling 
gait of starved men and swarmed 
round tho cars, crying: "Are wo free?" 
Thoy could ilot bo persuaded to leave 
tho cars and slightly hindered tho Brit- 
ish ndvanco to tackle tho guards, all 
of whom were subsequently killed, 

Tho remainder of tho column started 
a tremendous race to the spot. They 
ran abroad, caring not for obataclca or 
punctures, and tho air was filled with 
tho cbeei'B of the crows and tho noise 
the exhausts. 

Tho prisoners* condition was des- 
perate. A lieap of whIto shells showed 
thot snails had 'jeon their staple diet 
Occasionally they had had goat fiesh. 
but tho amount served out was re- 
duced to the size of a skinned mouBo, 
one prisoner said. Parties had gone out 
dally to find edlblo roots.

Washington, ■ May :J0.— President 
"WIlBon, In an addresa oil Saturday be- 
Xoro the League to Enforce Peiice, In- 
. dicated in a guarded way tliat he is 
seriously conaldcrlng the otforing ot 
his services as mefliiitcr in iho Euro- 
pean war and outlint-d to some extent 
the basis upoil which lie thinks the 
■warring nations shciihl nialce their 
agreement.' 

Hla, statemouL was lalioii by many 
of those who lunml him lo mean that 
Mr. Wilson may hi due time olTcr his 
iBerviccs as a iio;socniaker on his own 
initiative Instead oT waiting until the 
has received a lornia! rcnucst to do so 
'from one or more oC the bcUigeronts, 
;a point by which he has guided liis at- 
titude regarding lut.dVtion in the 
I past. 

There were two sentences in the ad- 
dress which won? taken to indicato 
ttho president's Intention. They Co!- 
low: 

The desire of tli.;- wliole world now 
turns eagerly toward tlie hope oT peace 
:nnd thero Is just reason why wo 
choutd talte our part in the council 
iupon this great theme, it is right that 
1, as spokesman of our government, 
should attempt to give oxprcsslon to 
what I believe to be the thought and 
purpose of the people m" tho United 
States in this vital niatler. 

Our own riglits as a nation, the 
privileges and property of nur own 
people have been profoumlly iiffccted. 
Wo -are not mere disconnectod look- 
ers-on. The longer the war lasts tho 
more deeply do we become concerned 
that it should he brought to an end 
and tho world permitted to resume Its 
'normal life and course again. 

Mr. Wilson laid down a broad prln- 
■ cipio oC right upon which lie would 
seek to have the world guided. 

He nrst stated that "every podplo 
ihas the right to choose the sovereignty 
under wlilch it shall live." 

He asserted that the Bmnll states 
have the right to enjoy the same re- 
spect for their sovereignty and terri- 
torial integrity as the larger, and said 
that the world has the right to be freo 
from every disturbance that has its 
origin in aggression. 

Appljing this to Europe, his hear- 
ers gathered that Mr. Wilson favors 
the restoration of Delgium, the inde- 
pendence of Poland, and permission 
for the little states to select their own 
form of government. 

The president's suggestions rngard- 
Ing the method of avoiding war in the 
future may be summed up thus: 

The settlement by arbitratlnn or 
other moans, except force, which may 
be agreed upon by tho nations party 
to a quarrel. 

■Unlver.^al association of the nations 
of the world to guarantee to all the 
free use of the seas, 

Agreement by the world league r.( 
nations to prevent any war in viola- 
tion of treaty pledges or begun with- 
out submission of the causes to tho 
Judgment of tho world. 

President Wilson was introduced by 
former President William H. . Taft. 
who Is head of the League to Enforce 
Peace, and many of the nation's most 
notable men heard him speak

America Will Not Plead Cause of Any 
Single Bellloerent, hut Will" Servo 

. Best Interests of All Nations — Ber- 
lin In Favor of U. S. Mediation. 



Washington, :\Iay 27. — A resolution 
requesting the president, unless In- 
compatlblo with the public interest, 
to suggest to warring nations of Eu- 
rope that tho United States undertake 
mediation was introduced into the sen- 
ate on Thursday liy Senator Lewis of 
Illinois, to lie on tl'.e table for discus- 
sion later. 

The resolution would authorize tho 
president to propose that tlie bellig- 
erents declare a truce and that each 
of them select a neutral coihitry as 
Its representative on a board of ar- 
bitration thus created: 

Each selected neutral would name 
one member of the hoard, over which 
the president or his reprcaentatlvo 
would jiresidc as referee. Under tho 
plan each belligerent would present 
its demands or claims to the board, 
which would ho authorized to arrive 
at an equitable adjustment. 

The resolution recltoB that it Is sug- 
gested as an expression of the desire 
for world peace and not of favoritism 
for any of the belligerents. 

President Wifsou told callers that 
tlio intervention of a neutral in be- 
half of peace In fc";uropG couUl rest only 
on a mutual understanding by iho bel- 
ligerents that terms to be arranged 
are to conserve the Intcrsets of all, 
and of the world at large, nilher than 
those of a particular nation or group 
of nations among the worrlng powers. 
Mr. Wilson gave the impression 
that he would make peace suggestions 
ordy when the conditions he outlined 
were lilkely of fuinilment. 

Hcrlin (via London), May 27.— A 
wireless dispatch from the United 
Slates giving the subEtauco of Presi- 
dent Wilson's speech at Charlotte. :<. 
C, In which he referred to the possi- 
bility of American mediation, is given 
tho placo of honor in the morning pa- 
pers. Their comments, together with 
tho wide interest shown by the Ger- 
man public, show how important this 
news is regarded. 

Though definitely stated nowhere, 
there is little doubt that Germany Is 
willing to consider a tender of good 
offices * to inaugurate peace negotia- 
tions. The former attitude that Amer- 
ica had disqualincd Itsell! as a peace 
mediator on account of munitions 
shipments to the allies has now 
changed. If President Wilson can 
hold out any tangible possibilities of 
peaco through his Mediation, Germany 
will undoubtedly be willing to consid- 
er such suggestions.

This an- 
nouncement is made in the omdal 
communication issued on Wednesday 
by the French war office, which saya 
that two new divisions of Bavarians 
effected the recapture after a sorles 
of furious attacks. 

This success of the Germans fol- 
lowed capture by tho Teutonic troops 
of a portion of tho village of Cuml- 
eres. east of Dead Man hill.

PORTO RICAN BILL PASSED 

House Kills Amendment Giving Wom- 
en Vote — Greater Self-Government 
to Island Possessions. 

Washington, May 25.— Tho houso 
on Tuesday struck from tho Porto Ri- 
can bill, by a vote of SO to 59, an 
amendment deslgncd'to grant woman 
suffrage to the Island. The hill (hen 
passed witiiout roll call, virtually as 
introduced. The vote on the amend- 
ment showed a complete disregard of 
parly lines, although more Democrats 
than Repullcnns voted against It. Tho 
amondment was Inserted In the hill 
by Mr. Mann, minority leader. Tho 
bill, as passed, gives tho Porto RIcnn 
government all of Us Internal rovonue, 
regardless of whether the goods on 
which it Is paid aro iised in Porto Rico 
or tills country. 

Tho measure now goes to tho sen- 
ate. 



Washington, May 29.— Tho United 
States, denouncing intcrferenco with 
neutral malls, has notified Great 
,liritain and Franco that It can no 
longer tolerate the wrongs which 
American citizens hayo sufforod and 
continue to suffer through the "law- 
less practice" those governments have 
indulged In, and that only a radical 
change in policy, restoring the United 
States to its full rights as a neutral 
power, will" be satisfactory. 

This notification Is given In tho 
latest American communication to 
the two sovernraents, the text ot 
which was made puldlc on Saturday, by 
tho state department The. time In 
which the change must bo effected Is 
not specined. but the United States 
cxpocia prompt action. 

''Onerous and vexatious abuses 
wlilch have been perpetrated by the 
British and French governments in 
seizing and censoring neutral malls 
are recited In tho. communication, 
and answers aro made to tho legal 
trguments contained In the reply of 
tho entente governments to tho first 
American noto on (he subject. 

It Is vigorously set forth that not 
only havo American commercial In- 
toroGts havo injured but that tho 
rights of property have been violated 
ami the rules of International law 
and custom palpably disregarded. 
Notice is served that tho United States 
soon will press claims against thu Brit- 
ish and French -governments for the 
losses which already havo been sus- 
tained. 

The death of Cervantes will go far 
toward clearing up tho banditry in 
this section. 




U.S. TROOPS KILL VILLA CHIEF 

Notorious Bandit Cervantes Slain After 

Attack on Engineers — American 

Killed and Two Wounded. 



Field Hoadriuartors United States 
Army, near Xamlqulpa. .Mex., via radio 
to Columbus, N. M., .May 29.— A short 
sharp battlo between a force of Amer- 
ican army engineers and a gang of 
Mexican bandits under tho leadership 
of the notorious Cnndelaria Cervantes, 
one of I'ancbo Villa's most trusted 
lieutenants, was fought south of Cru- 
ces. 

Threo Americans were wounded, one 
80 badly that he died a short time 
after, and two of iho bandits were 
killed, several wounded and the band 
scattered. Among those killed was 
Cervantes himself. 

Lance Corporal Markslniry, attached 
to a machine gun detachment of tho 
Seventeenth Infantry, was tho Ameri- 
can soldier killed In tho clash with Vll- 
llstas near Cruces, Mex. Marksbury's 
home was at Horrodsburg, Ky. 

Tho englnoors were working on 
road repairs six miles south of Cruces. 
With thorn wore a few soldiera. 

Tho Mexicans made a surprise at- 
tack. Cervuntcs has been hunted from 
pillar to post tho last two woeks. 

Tho Mexicans dashed over a small 
hill and down on tho unsuspecting 
Americans as they worked in a small 
ravine. Three Americans dropped at 
tho first volley. The soldiers rallied 
Instantly after that first volley, and 
returned shot for shot at closerange. 

Tho body of Cervantes was posi- 
tively Identllled by residents of Laj 
Cruces. 

Ono of tho Americans wounded was 
Private Hulltt of the Hoventconth in- 
fantry, who was in charge of the ma- 
chine gun, and who killed both tho 
Mexicanp. liia wound is not believed 
to bo serious.

"West- 
orn Canada has all tho natural re- 
sources for the making of cheese, tho ■ 
feed and the cool nights, two things 
cBsentlnl. and In time It Is botmd to 
become ono of the finest cheese coun- 
tries of the continent. 

Tho lower foothills of Alberta, used 
only at the present time as ranges or 
for no purpose, will In time produce 
cheese In great quantities, and doubt- - 
less will soon equal tho famous up- 
lands of Denmark. ' -^ '" 

The cool nights mean tho bettor' 
keeping of milk and cream oniJ 
cheese, and that Is a groat thing for 
tho Industry, especially when com- 
bined with possibilities of cattle food 
such as exist on the long slopes from 
the Rockies eastward. 

Tho hog market, which may be 
classed as an adjunct of farming, Is 
an exceedingly good onf, and the low 
cost at which the feed can bo pro- 
duced, coupled with tho high prlcee 
realized, make this industry very prof-

.THE BEAUTY OF HYDRANGEAS

One of tho best late ilowerlng, hardy 
shrubs la tho hydrangea. 

Whilo there are other shrubs that 
I like better, this one aeema to bo a 
lavorllo with tho maaaes. It baa tho 
merit of extreme hardiness, eaay cul- 
ture, great llorlferousnesa, late bloom* 
Ing and persistency. 

Its flowers loso their early white- 
nesB as the season advances, but in 
their pinky brown stago they are not 
■wllbout atlractlveneaa, and evoi) after 
flnow. comes they afford pleasing of- 
fccta when seen against a background 
of pure white. 

In planting tho hydrangoaa,! would 
never advise using them aingly. They 
firo vastly more effective when 
grouped. By this means wo accuro 
lor it a strength and dignity which 
elnglo apecimens novor have. Plant- 
ed thickly this plant produces a grand 
effect 

Those who aro In acarch of a plant 
that ■will grow in any soil and under 
almost any condition, and has hardl- 



Tho search for tho pure white car- 
nation, end that -will keep its pure 
color for a long period, has never 
been quite' succoasful. 

It Is a fact that the average vari- 
ety reraalna under cultivation hut a 
few years, and they are constantly 
running out. They must, hereforo, con- 
stantly bo replaced by newer and 
more vigorous varieties grown from 
tho seed. Often a caniatlon that pro- 
duces beautiful white flowers for two 
or three ycara falls entirely after that 
.time. 

The common garden soil will not do 
for tho carnation. It.aliould ho com- 
posed of about three-fourt^is rlcli, dark 
lonm and one-fourth well-rotted ma- 
nure. This alipuid bo thoroughly 
mixed SGiveral times and by Soptcm- 
hor tlio firat cuttings -should be placed 
In boxes about Ave Inches deep. Set 
the plants about ten Inches apart. 

Syringe thoroughly with water until 
they have a good start. Tho plants 
should be staked In order to keep tho 
flowers above the foliage. 

Tho soil should bo frequently treat- 
ed "With liquid manure — cow, sheep, 
or hen dVoppInga ore excellent — but 
it should not be too strong, say about 
the color of weak tea. 

If you want largo flowers you muot 
diabud tho plants Judlcloualy. Give 
them plenty of water and ventilation, 
and syringe with tobacco extract to 
discourage the red spider. 

If potted,, they should bo In pota 
of from four to aeven inches accord- 
ing to tho sizo of the plants. 

Tho host way* la to propagate them 
In cold frames, leaving them uncov- 
ered as long as posslblo.' The early 
froata will not Injure them. As the 
cold weather cornea on, cover the 
sashes, but on bright, sunshiny days 
uncover and give them plenty of air. 
Of course in very severe weather 
thoy must bo thoroughly protected 
against freezing. If they are proper- 
ly 'Cultivated they will bloom in a 
month or alx weeks. 

While carnation growing Is not par- 
ticularly dinicult, the plants must be 
attended to . with great regularity. 
They aro rich feeders and therefore 
must have very rich soil, plenty of 
water and all the air and sun they 
can got at tho last In order to bring 
them forward quickly.

Water Supply of Wasiiington Was Threatened 

PRECAUTIONS were taken by tlio war department recently to guard Cabin 
.lohn bridge from attacks threatening tho city water supply, and then 
placed strict censorship on tho news thereof. The only admission omdala 

would make was that extra civilian 
guards had been employed to patrol 
tho bridge and the nine mllea of con- 
duit road along which tho plpos sup- 
plying Waahington with water are 
placed. 

Secretary of War DaUer said he 
had never heard that letters had been 
received threatening to dynamite the 
bridge. Col. 0. A. F. Flagler, onplncer 
ofllcor in charge of tho Washington 
aqueduct, also denied knowledge of 
threatening letters. Colonel Flagler 
denied positively that holes had been found at tho four bases of tho bridge, 
Indicating that plana had been mado to dynamite tlio structure. An inveatlga 
tion, ho said, showed that this story was. without foundation. 

Widespread interest was aroused In the reported threats against Cabin 
John bridge because of Its vulnerability and the realization that any attack on 
tho bridge would wholly cut off Waahlngton'a only water supply. Such an 
attack would not only cause Inconvenience to tho people, but would result 
In tho almost complete suspension of governmental activity until tho damage 
could bo repaired. It is the realization of this, water department ofliciala 
declare, that prompted tho extra precautions to guard the briilgo and conduits. 
Efforts have been concentrated toward protoctlng the bridge, It Is under- 
stood, because If'is tho ono point In tho piping system from Great falls at 
which an attack might cause aerloua damage and result In long delays In 
restoring a cut-off in tho water supply. 

Army Could Not Feed its Six Red Cross Dogs 

C APT., GORDON JOHNSTON of the Eleventh cavalry recently presented to 
tho army medical department six dogs of a breed used In foreign armies 

for Red Croas work, hut It Is found that tho war department has no funds at 

its diapoaal that are available for 

maintaining tho doga. 

Tho doga were sent to Fort Bthan 

Allen, Vt., and the commanding ofllcer 

of ambulance company No. 1 at that 

place was directed to care for and 

train them. Then waa prosbnted tho 

question of. drawing rations for the 

dogs, It being found that they required 

bIx quarts of milk and lour loaves of 

bread dally. An effort was mado by 

tho medical ofilcer to obtain an al- 
lowance' of 20 cents a day per dog to 
bo provided for out of the appropriation for horses and other draft nnimala. 

Tho accounting oiUcers of tho treasury hold that this cannot bo done, and also 

■that tho contingent fund of tho army was not availabl«» for tho purpose. It waa 

tliought tliat perhaps Iho medical department appropriation might he usoa, 
since that had boon given a very liberal interpretation aa authorizing "tlie 
purchase of anything necessary for tho medical and hospital service for which 
no more speclflc provision has been made elsewhere," but tho comptroller 
decided tliat the maintenance of tho dogs had too remoto a bearing upon 
medical care and treatment or tho mlacolianeous e.vpenae ot tho service to 
warrant an oxtonBlon of such a principle to tho purpose. 

Tho secretary of war approved the recommendation of tho general staff 
that, unless tho mddlcal department can maintain the dogs without expeaaoto 
tho government— which tho comptroller now says Is imcoaslble— tliey ba 
returned to tho donor. 



\ HE SHRILL whistle of the en- 
- gine at the power plant at Ele- 
phant, New Mexico, eclioed and 
re-echoed down the canyon on 
recent afternoon at four o'clock.

It gave vociferous and prolonged no- 
tice that tho last bucket of cement had 
jdst been_ placed in its proper niche In 
the parapet wall and tlie greatest 
storage dam In tho world had been 
llnished. 

In two .Important essentlala the Ele- 
phant Butto dam ranks all other con- 
crete masonry storage dama of the 
American reclamation service, viz., 
cubical contents and capacity of res- 
ervoir. In tho latter particular It ranks 
every other Irrigation dam In the 
world. When tho floods of the Rio 
Grande begin to drip over the spill- 
ways, the Elephant Butto reservoir 
will contain two-thirds . more water 
than tho combined atorago of all the 
reservoirs for Boston and New York. 
There will be more water by one-third 
than is impounded by. the ?19.000.000 
Asapan dam in Egypt, Spread out, 
tho' Elephant' Butto storage would 
cover Delaware more than two feet 
deep. Confined In a pipe four feet In 
diameter, it would encircle the globe 
seventy times. Expressed In -layman's 
measure, It will hold 8G5 billion gal- 
lons. 

Tho material In the dam If placed on 
a city lot 25 by 125 .would make a 
solid block of concrete lacking, only 
50 feet of being a mile high. Its 
weight Is more than 1,100.000 tons. 
Transported by rail, It would require 
22,yOG of tho largest freight' cars or..a- 
train 217 miles long. 

In tho dam are twelve openings or 
■passages, six for future power devel- 
opment, four for delivery or irrigation 
water, and two for sluicing purposes. 
Reclaiming an Empire.^, 
The Elephant Butte dam, while the 
largest, la only one of the numerous 
structures. contemplated -for tho recla- 
mation of the fertile empire which 
Uea below it in Neyr Mexico and Texaa. 
Ora McDormlth, iho Irrigation man- 
ager, thus tells about it: 

"Tho Rio Grande project Ilea In the 
valley of the RIo Grande between Saa 



This dam was the first work conatmct- 
ed by the reclamation service on the- 
RIo Grande project. Tho Meallla diver- 
sion dam is located near Mesllla Park, 
Now Mexico, about the middle of the 
Mesllla valley, andjumlahea water to, 
landa on both aides of the river In 
the lower part of the Mesllla valley. 
This dam has Just been completed. 
The Mexican dam Is located at tho' 
upper end of the El Paao valley Juat. 
above tho city of El Paso, Tex. This 
dam was constructed a number of 
years ago by the Mexicans and serves" 
to divert water both to the lands on 
the American side In the, El Paso val- 
ley and to lands under tho Acequla 
Madro on the Mexican .side. From 
these dlvcrsloii ' dams several canal 
systems are built. 

Aborigines U&ad Irrigation. 
"Before tho middle of the sixteenth 
century the Spanish explorers entered 
the valley of tho Rio Grande and found 
In these valley Puelilo Indlahs cultivat- 
ing the land and Irrigating if by meana 
of acequias from tho river, some of- 
which are still , In, use. How long 
these Indians had been oi^tbe, ground, 
Is unkndwn, but ' even at ..that time 
thoy were conaidercd old Inhabitants' 
and i:ai5cd not only grain and fruits 
but even. flowers. The d.csce;idaatB o£ 
these Indians and the. Spaniards have 
continued to cultIvatq.,.,pqrtIons olj 
these valieya up to the ip|*esent without 
much chaugo in mctho'ils. 

"^\TjIIo the Spanfards 'tirst entered 
tho valley from'Sbridra ari&*'the Gulf 
of California, the flrsf ^attempts at 
colonization were mado'lrom'El Paso* 
as a base, the . Spanish' conquest of 
Mexico-having extended hy^that time 
tqji!^ RIo Grande. In icqjjj Paso del 
l^te (now called Juarez) waa an im- 
portant town, and records aro In exist- 
ence nearly three huiidfcd years old 
which refer to the Acoquia. Madre of 
Paso del Norte as being then in use. 
"Tho present accquiaS in -the Mesllla 
valley have been In use for.about six- 
ty years, but there, arp -evidences of' 
older canals that have -.hoen aban- 
doned. ' ' , . 
I& an Extinct Volcano. 
"The reclamation service began In- 
veatigatlons on tho Rio Grande March 
1, 1903, considering especially tho dam, 
Bite at Elephant Butto. Elephant 
Butte is an extinct volcano arising

Marcial. New Mexico and Fabona, 
Tex. The project as proposed la for 
the Irrigation of 160,000 acres of tho 
rich valley lands both In New Mexico 
and Texas, and, by the convention be- 
tween the United States and Mexico 
Blgned May 21, IDOG, about 20.000 
acres will lie Irrigated in the republic 
of Mexico. 

"Tho source of water supply ia tho 
Rio Grande, which la a atream of ex- 
treme fluctuatlona, varying from no 
How to a flow of over 30,000 cubic 
feet per second. It la necessary, there- 
fore, in tho ofllclont development of 
the project, to provide storage reaer- 
volra and diversion dama, for tho regu- 
lation of the flow. Tho plana as de- 
veloped conalBt of one largo storage 
reservoir and at leaat four aoparato 
diversion and Irrigation systems. Tho 
four aystcma are necessary on account 
of the topography of the Irrlgahlo 
lands which Ho In four distinct val- 
leys, the Palmes,' tho Rlncon, tho 
Mesllla and tho El Paso valleys. Do- 
■twecn those valleys tlio river flows 
through comparatively narrow gorges. 
Three of the diversion dams have 
boon built and aro now in uao. They 
are' the Leaal)urg diversion dam, the 
Mesllla diversion dnm and tlio Mexi- 
can diversion dam. Tho Loasburg 
diversion dam is located at the head 
of the Mesllla valley In New Mexico 
one mile north of the Bite ot old Fort 
Soldcln, and diverts water for use on 
the upper part of tho Mesllla valloy.

tho river and la ao named on account 
of tho remarkable resemblance to an 
elephant's head. From this butte the 
dam takes its name. 

"In August, 1903, a topographic sur- 
vey waa begun at Selden and extended 
do\vn tho river, covering the irrigable 
area in the Mesllla valloy to El Paso.
